PORTS OPEN TO-DAY 


A prominent member of the cattle 
trade stated last night that, if pro- 
ducers will now play their part. exercise 
a little patience and not rush their 
cattle to market, there is no. reason 
why all the cattle on hands should 
not be cleared while still in good con- 
dition, In fact, it would be to’ the 
benefit of anyone, who could afford to 
do so, to hold their stock until 
December 1, when the further increase 
comes into effect. 

He pointed out, however, that not 
everybody could afford to do this, but 
there was every likelihood that the 
available fat stock would be cleared 
while in good condition. 

The port will be open for the 
export of fat cattle from to-day, and 
for stores from next Monday. The 
numbers exported, the /rish Ttnes 
reporter was informed, will depend on 
the shipping available, but no real diffi- 
culty is anticipated in this respect. The 
price of fat cattle from to-day will 
represent an increase of from Ws. to 
50s. per héad, according to the weight 
of the beast. 


HEAVIER EXPORTS

from Dublin. These have been slaugh- 
tered at the port of entry. From now 
on, however, this figure will be in- 
creased considerably, and, instead of 
heing slaughtered at the port of ertry, 
the cattle will be allowed inland for 
killing at approved abattoirs. 

Five hundred cattle will be exported 
from Waterford on Thursday next. 
This port has been selected because it 
cerves a large beef-producing area in 
the South. 

All cattle exported, of course, will

PROCLAIMED BY

NEW DIETETIC 
COUNCIL

new Dietetic Council set up by the 
Medical Association of Eire, it. is 
probable that the Council will meet 
about the end Of this week.

“FROM GERMANY | 


Some 20,000 Jews in Berlin, Vienna. 
and the Rhineland have been com- 


pulsorily deported to Poland, according 
to reports reaching the Polish Tele- 
ies Agency. They were forced to 
eave at ten minutes’ notice last Friday 
night, and were allowed to take with 
them only a small handbag each and 
100 marks in cash. Most of them are 
between 50 and 80 The younger 
Jews are kept in Germany to work 
for the Reich, 

The German Government, it is 
stated, intends to send all Jews in 
Austria and Germany to Eastern 
Poland, the Ukraine, and other 
conquered territories. Deportations are 
to be carried out gradually, the actual 
speed depending on the rate of air 
bombardment of cities where bombing 
1s causing a serious shortage of habit- 
able houses. 

Under this plan bombed - out 
Germans are to be installed in the 
lace of the Jews who are forced to 
eave their homes intact, full 
furnished, and provided even wit

Referring to the difficulty of getting 
supplies from outside, Mr. de Valera 
said that whatever shipping space was 
available ought to hg reserved for 
those commogities which cannot be 
produced or substitiited from our own 
resources. It was ashame to have to use 
the limited shipping .space for wheat, 
which should all be grown at home. 
Considering all the circumstances, the 
response of the farmers last year to 
our appeal to increase the wheat acre- 
age was excellent. ‘‘We want them this 
year to add another hundred and fifty 
thousand acres to last. year’s total, he 
said. If that is done, if every far- 
mer grows, say, one-third as much 
wheat again as he grew last year, we 
shall have saved tens of thousands of 
tons of shipping space for other essen- 
tial articles without which industries 
will have to close down, and we shall 
have much unemployment and want.” 

Last year there was not nearly as 
much winter wheat sown as there 
should have been. They should lose 
no time now. Every suitable day 
should be availed of for the sowing of 
winter wheat. They had no guaran- 
tee if they waited til the spring that 
it would be a good spring for sowing.

AND TRAPINI 


ABLAZE 


7 HE Royal Air Force in the 
Middle East on Saturday 


Saturday night’s Royal Air Force 
Middle East. communiqué stated :— 

‘Royal Air Force bombers carried 
out a most suceessful attack on objec- 
tives at Naples during the night of 
October 16-17 (Thursday night). 
Heavy bombs hit the torpedo factory 
buildings in the Royal Arsenal factory, 
the Air Frame factory and the Alfa- 
tomeo works, as well as the docks and 
railways and the engine sheds. Large 
fires which broke out as a result of the 
bombing could be seen still burning 
when our aircraft were many miles on 
their way home. 

‘Yesterday (Friday) our bombers 


in daylight. 

‘Our aircraft were engaged by 
enemy fighters, one of which Was sa 
badly damaged that it is thought 
unlikely to have regained its base. 

‘‘ In North Africa on Friday bombing 
and machine-gunning raids were made 
on motor transport on the main coast 


road between Zuara and Sirte, in 
lripolitania. Several’ vehicles were 


destroyed and others were damaged. 
The aerodrome at Ez Zauia, between 
Tripoli and Zuara, was also attacked. 

“ One CR 42 was destroyed on the 
ground and others were damaged, and 
barrack buildings and a guard house 
were blown up 

‘‘In Abyssinia our bombers effec- 
tively raided enen:y positions south of 
Amba Georgis yesterday (Friday). 

“ From these and other operations

Sunday's communiqué said :—

enemy landing grounds in Cyrenaica. 
At Derna a number of bombs were 
seen to burst in the vicinity of dis- 
persed aircraft, but owing to cloudy 
weather complete results of the attacks 
could not be observed. 

“Both landing grounds at Gazala 
were effectively attacked and bombs 
were dropped on a camp at Gazala,

‘In Sicily heavy bombers of the 
Roval Air Force raided Trapini aero- 
drome during the night of October 
17-14.

‘Shipping and harbour installationg 
at Benghazi were also attacked during 
the night of October 17-18 despite un- 
favourable weather conditions. 

‘‘In the Azozo region of Abyssinia 
dive-bombing and machine-gunning at- 
tacks were made on enemy positions 
on October 17. Many direct hits were 
obtained on a fort, trenches and huts.

Undoubtedly, the Germans are making a 
bold bid to capture Moscow while the 
weather still is even reasonably good. The 
High Command has removed a certain 
number of seasoned troops from the 
southern sector, thereby for the moment 


easing the heavy pressure on the armies 


of Marshal Budyenny, and has thrown 
them into the battle for Moscow. The 
substantial 
reinforceménts, including Siberian and 
even Mongolian units; and, while the 
German radio claims the destruction of 
Marshal Timoshenko’s armies, the 
German High Command reports obstinate 
fighting. and even conntér-attacks, by the 
Russians in front of Moscow. According 
to reports in certain Parisian newspapers 
from their correspondents at the front, 
General von Bock, who is in command 
of the central sector, already has “ by- 


passed ” Moscow by means of his famous 


‘pincer’? movement. Thé Soviet capital 


Bock is about to attack from the east. 


On the other hand, the Russian bulletins 


speak of <counter-thrusts against the 
Germans in the areas of 
Kalinin, one hundred miles to the North- 
west of Moscow, and of Orel, some two 
hundred miles to the south-west. It seems 
that a new line of defence has been formed 
on the roads leading to Moscow. Many 


thousands of civilians have been brought 


out from the capital to hasten this work, 
and preparations obviously are being 


‘made to dispute every yatd of ground 


with the Germans. In the south, the fall 
of Odéssa has been followed by another 
German offensive,/ and, although the 
reinforcement of Genera) von Bock’s 


‘armies has weakened the forces in the 


Ukraine, the Russians admit that the 
sittiation of some of their units in this 
area is ‘‘disquieting.”’ Nevertheless, there 
is no sign, so far, of a Russian collapse, 
even in the extreme south. An Italian 
cavalry ditision, which took part in 
operations on the Sea of Azov, is reported 
to have received rough handling from the 
Soviet’s Cossacks; and, although Herr 
Hitler has sent a special telegram of con- 
gratulation to King Michael, declaring 
that the Rumanians’ part in the capture 
of Odessa will live in history as a notable 
feat of arms, the Russians assert that the 
Rumanian army’s losses before Odessa 
have amounted to at least a quarter of 
a million men. 

Snow already is falling in Russia. 
Within the next fortnight winter will 
have arrived, and, although there is no 
reason to suppose that the Germans are 
not well prepared for it, even vheir best 
Panzer divisions will be forced to slacken 
their speed. Assuredly, Herr Hitler is 
anxious to take Moscow before the end of 
the month, in order te provide comfortable 
winter quarters for large numbers of 
General ven Bock’s troops ; but the capture 
of the Soviet capital must not be regarded 
as his main. objective. What he really 
wants is Caucasian oil. For that reason, 
most of the military experts believe that 
the Germans will concentrate their main 
effort during the next few months on the 
South, where, incidentally, weather condi- 
tions will not be nearly so bad as they 
are likely to be in the North. The 
Russians are thoroughly prepared for 
such a move. Their spokesmen declare 
that the Caucasian armies are lying behind 
Marshal Budyenny’s forces, afid, by all 
accounts, these troops are among the best 
of the Soviet’s military establishment. 
Hitherto, of course, the military experts 
have been almost uniformly wrong in their 
attempts to predict Herr Hitler's next 
move; but the Germans’ need for oi] must 
be increasing, however vast their stocks 
may have been, and a drive towards the 
Caucasus seems to be indicated: During 
the last four months the German armies 
must have suffered’ heavy losses both in 
men and in materials of war. The men 
can be replaced without undue 4ifficulty ; 
for Germany stil] has colossal reserves. 
The problem in respect of tanks and air-

When a bomb 
is dropped on Irish soil, or a statesman 
refers to this country in an important 
speech, péople become excited and rush to 
offer their services; then, as the months 
pass and nothing further happens, the 
excitement dies down, and their energies 
slacken. The people, however, whom the 
country needs are those who join one of 
the. defence organisations and discharge 
loyally all the duties, hewever irksome 
and seemingly aimless, that are required 
of them. 

Recruits are wanted for every branch 
of the defence Services—for the Army, 
the Local Defence Force, the Local 
Security Force, the A.R.P. organisation, 
the fire-fighting service; and they are 
wanted now. They must take the chance 
that the country never will be attacked, 
and that their labour will be in vain; 
but the chance, according te Mr. de 
Valera, is. not large. A nation at war 
makes heavy sacrifices; a nation at peace 
in the midst of war must be prepared to 
make sacrifices almost equally heavy. 
Everybody in this country has a part to 
play. The fighting Services—full time 
and part-time—ngust be kept manned and 
in fighting trim ; the A.R.P. organisation, 
on which, perhaps, will fall the most 
severe burden of all, cannot afford to 
relax. Furthermoré, the country must

We certainly 
cannot say that these ambitions have 
been realised, thanks to the happy-go- 
lucky spirit that seems to animate so 
many people, History is full of Irish 
ventures that failed because the partici- 
pants were unprepared when the moment 
arrived.
